GENEVA, Aug. 14.—In 
the strongest protest he has 
yet filed with the League 
of Nations concerning the 
threatened invasion of his

by 
italian 
armies, 
Emperor Haile Selassie of 
Ethiopia today questioned 
the “ true neutrality” of the 
league's position. 
W ith a strong inference that the 
league was favoring Italy, Ethiopia 
filed a note protesting against the 
continued Italian military prepara­ 
tions and against the embargoes 
placed on arms to Ethiopia by lead­ 
ing league powers. 
Unfair To Ethiopia 
The Ethiopian note pointed out 
j the embargoes, even though they 
applied to both Italy and Ethiopia, 
were unfair to the African empire 
because it had no arms factries of 
its own. whereas Italy has well sup­ 
plied her forces with arms and 
munitions from her own plants. 
The Negus questioned 
whether 
the league considers its position one 
of 
“true 
neutrality,” 
and 
asked 
whether it would remain unmoved 
in the face of the increasingly dan­ 
gerous situation and assume respon­ 
sibility in the eyes of the world for 
allowing military preparations to 
continue unchecked “for the m as­ 
sacre of a people who menace no­ 
body.”

ATTENDING TO OUR OWN BUSINESS 


If Italy’s determination to war upon Ethiopia encourages G er­ 
m any's objectives in Austria, as it undoubtedly will, the United States 
Js faced squarely with the problem of keeping out of another European 
war.

We can keep out of a general European war, says Mr. Simonds, 
•jiot by passing law’s in advance, but by taking a definite and wise course 
¿when war breaks out. 
This would involve the waiving of rights, the

‘War, with its terrible cost and losses. But European issues are no con­ 
cern of ours and American citizens who muddle into difficulties should 
“be forced to assume the responsibility. 
Damages for material losses 
m ay be recovered by arbitration. 
Meanw-hile, our government must realize th at any attem pts to 
interfere will not prevent determined belligerents from going to war, but 
J ill only tend to entangle us in the struggle. If our policy is to be one 
of neutrality w*e must avoid any acts or wrords w’hich would compromise 
Jh at position should w*ar come. There is little likelihood of our becom­ 
ing involved if we attend strictly to our own business.

SMUGGLING HIT 
SEVERE BLOWS 


Alcohol, Dope And Alien Smug­ 
gling Racket» Are Be­ 
ing Broken Up 


(International News Service) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—B reak­ 
up of the illicit alcohol, alien and 
dope smuggling rackets was official­ 
ly confirmed by the treasury d ep art­ 
m ent today in a detailed report of 
seizures and other enforcem ent ac­ 
tivities of six secret service agents 
operating under the treasury. 
This report showed: 
Dispersal of a fleet of 78 foreign 
vessels hovering off th e Am erican 
coasts w ith contraband alcohol; 
B reak-up of dope-sm uggling on 
the Pacific coast from the O rient; 
Dam m ing a flow of smuggled al­ 
cohol from foreign sources th a t in 
four m onths of 1934 was sufficient 
to produce approxim ately 2,000,000 
gallons of bootleg liquor; 
Closing of virtually all 
foreign 
ports in this hem isphere as sm ug­ 
gling bases. 
“Planes and vessels of the coast 
guard and a shore patrol m ade up 
from coast guard, custom s and a l­ 
cohol tax u n it forces operated to 
prevent direct landings from foreign 
vessels and to intercept shipm ents 
transferred outside th e 12-mile lim it 
to shore vessels,” the treasury re­ 
ported.

Italy In Crisis 


Malta’s Ex-Premier Wants 
Key To Mediteranean 
Control Strengthened

LONDON, August 14,—With one 
eye on possible trouble with Italy 
over that country's ambitions to 
conquer Ethiopia, Great Britain has 
suddenly awakened to the import­ 
ance of that football at the toe of 
Italy’s boot—Malta and England's 
vreat naval base there. 
A glance at the map shows how 
the Italian peninsula forms a boot, 
pointing directly at the little isle 
of Malta, only about 50 miles from 
the coast of Sicily. 
From this strategic point. Britain 
is in position to launch a sudden 
drop-kick, if need arose, at the heart 
of Italy, in the form of air bomb- 
^ ing fleets.

- lies in a fine position for a terrific 
- kick from the Italian boot—Italian 
"planes could easily rain bombs on 
Z the harbor at Valetta, bringing ruin 
vto the great docks, arsenals and

While hostilities between

and Britain must be

sudden return to England of Lord 
-Strickland, former prime minister 
** of Malta, and the announcement he 
* made as highly significant—in view 
* of present strained relations 
over 
Ethiopia. He said he was immediate­ 
ly introducing a bill in Parliament 
to establish a great new air base in 
“ Malta. 
Lord Strickland said: 
“It is essential to imperial trade 
and the defence thereof, that Malta 
be made in good time the mo6t im­ 
portant flying base in Europe. 
“This project was smiled at when 
first proposed, but now it has a t­ 
tained rapid and weighty support by 
highly placed experts who can see 
into the future. 
“An air base at Malta would be ; 
of paramount utility in peace as in 
' war.” 
Lord Strickland pointed out that 
it would cost only $12,000,000 to add 
two square miles to the anchorages 
at Malta.

would provide a necessary link to 
make Britain’s potent war base in 
the Far East, Singapore, useful in 
practice.

TOKIO, Aug. 14.—Criminal of­ 
fenses have more than doubled in 
Japan in seven years, it is shown 
by police statistics quoted in the 
Tokio Asahi. 
The total of 700,000 such offenses 
in 1926 had risen to 1,600,000 by 
1934, 
Despite the general increase, 
some classes of crime, including 
murder, have remained stationary. 
There has been no appreciable in­ 
crease in the number of murders 
in the last ten years. 
But during the eight years since 
1926 thefts have more than doublf-d 
and frauds and blackmail offenses 
almost trebled.

This 
view is that Italy has to settle “vi­ 
tal” questions with Abyssinia, and 
that only a “complete” settlement 
will satisfy Rome. 
Italy has under the colors 900.000 
men, of which more than 200^000 
soon will be in East Africa with the 
mast powerful armaments any ex­ 
peditionary force ever had in Africa. 
Aside from this realistic state of 
affairs, there are the less certain 
diplomatic conversations with Brit­ 
ain and Prance which Italy evident­ 
ly feels are of far less importance. 
Italy would gladly reach a har­ 
monious solution between the two 
sides of the question as she sees 
them—the military and the diplo­ 
matic—but only unless such a solu­ 
tion would mean there would be no 
slackening of the military mission. 
Otherwise, Premier Mussolini has

delegates,

and 
Prance must realize that conditions 
have altered since 1906, and an en­ 
tirely new situation has arisen.

my friends, W alter B. Pitkin, says: 
‘More power to you.’ ” 
In another letter received from 
Camden, N. J., the writer says. “If 
your action in refusing marriage li­ 
censes to persons on relief is true, 
you deserve a gold medal.

faith of her fathers. 
The girl, Rubie Salie, object of an 
intensive 24-hour police search here 
yesterday, left with all her belong­ 
ings aboard a train for Los Angeles, 
it was revealed today. She had been 
i reported missing by her distraught 
father, Prince M. U. M. Salie, wealthy 
Ceylon, India, gem importer, here to 
show his wares in California Pacific 
international exposition. 
Case Is Closed. 
The case is closed on the police 
blotter—for the girl is of age and 
allowed in this country to go where 
she will. 
Presiding over his $50,000 gem ex­ 
hibit here is Prince Salie, h eart­ 
broken and lonely. 
He gave his 
daughter everything—money, home, 
clothes—and she ran away because 
he demanded of her what is paid 
willingly by the women of his home­ 
land. 
He, a strict Mohammedan, 
forbade her to talk to anyone besides 
himself; refused to allow her to read 
books or magazines which were not 
Mohammedan; instead she work for 
him as Moslem women should. 
But the girl is half English. Her 
mother, who died in Ceylon four 
months ago, was Elsie Gold borough 
of Melbourne, Australia, before her 
marriage to the oriental prince. And 
Princess Rubie, raised in the Chris­ 
tian beliefs of her mother, had been 
partially educated in this country. 
When her m other died, the princess 
joined her father in Florida and for 
four months lived under severe Mos 
lem restraint. 
According to neighbors and con­ 
fidants of the girl, discovered by po­ 
lice here, she decided to flee the 
oriental influence more than two 
months ago.

Identity Of O ld

After all these years, historians 
are still trying to decide whether 
the signal lanterns that supposedly 
started Paul Revere on his famous 
ride were hung from the steeple 
of the North Church or the North 
Meeting Hou^e. 
Various histories state, and it is 
generally believed, that the lan­ 
terns were swung from the steeple 
Of the Old North Church on Salem 
street. 
This has been pointed out 
to countless sightseeres as the sig­ 
nal tower. 
But now there are his­ 
torians who point to evidence that 
Devens, who was Revere’s assis­ 
tant, hung the lanterns from the 
belfry tower of the North Meeting 
House. 
Richard Frothingham, one of the 
country’s first historians, is quoted 
« saying that the signal was a 
private one agreed on by Revere 
and Devens, the only two people 
concerned in the incident. 
These 
two named the North Church as 
the 
site 
of 
operations, but the 
Church in North Square ‘the North 
Meeting House) was near Revere’s 
home and was the church he a t­ 
tended, whereas Christ Church had 
a pastor who was a royalist, as 
were nearly all of the parishioners. 
The North Church, moreover, has 
a belfry and not a steeple and so 
was best adapted to show the sig­ 
nal lights.

Boston artist, has found a letter 
supposedly written by Paul Revere 
to his friend Rev. Belknap, which 


disproves Frothingham’s evidence, ! 
“I agreed if the British went oy i 
water, we'd show two lanterns in 
the North Church steeple, and i f ! 
by land, one as a signal.” 
Chase also pointed out that Re- 1 
i vere as a bell maker, would know 
I the difference between a steeple I 
and a belfry, the former being high

Boston.”

“True Story of Paul Revere,” said ; 
that from the spot where Revere j 
landed on the Charlestown shore, j 
the steeple of Chirst Church was

Many other early local historians, 
whose opinions are usually accept­ 
ed as gospel are split up on the 
question, it has been found.
